Internal Revenue Tax Lai^ely 
Increased. - 

(W I'. WALTON ) 

Ttie preliminary report of the Cum- 
missNmer of Internal Revenue shows 

that the receipts for the fiscal year 1914 
were the largest in the history of the 
country, doe to (ha income and corpo- 

ration tax. The total is JlWO.iRN.S'.tl 
The lax from incomes and corporations 
was 971,381,279, of which amonnt Ken- 
tucky contributed $nn»,2(K) !>-2 Ih addi- 
tion to this she paid ta5.00O,0O0 in inter- 
nal ravanae, being the fearth largeet in 
Slate contributions. The Seventh dis- 
trict, paid $4,830,^ 20, being next to 
the LonisviHadiatrletthalanNathmount 
paid in the State. There was a fallitig 
off of $4,'<^1>1(>5 in taxes on. distilled 
spirits, -which seems to oaiilr|diet the 
statement that ihe consumption of liii- 
uor is increasing nolwiihsiaodiDg ibe iu- 
ereasa of prpbfiliMan territory, "nnless 
the previous supply was largely drawn 
on. The fac>^ thai liquors paid some 
tl3<l,000,000 of taxes indicates, however, 
that a eonsidarable aaioaaC was im- 
bibed. ' ' 

When we bate National prohibition of 
the manufaotnre and sale of spirituous 
liquors, as oar prohibition friends prom- 
ise will soon be a reality, this vast sum 
for the support of the Oovemment will 
have to be raised from other sources and 
than there will be weeping, wailing and 
gnashing of-teetli, if placed mare direev- 
ly upon the people. 

After ^e have the prohibition of . liq- 
uor, we shall likely have protiibijiion of 
tobaeeo, it having been promised in some 
quarters. Of the revenue collected, cig- 
sretles paid 82,66^ Ufi and tobacco fZ6|- 
780.425. and thia will also' have to #0 
provided for. Wnile the results from 
its use are not so t>ad as irom ihe iolem- 
paratoasoof-lfc|oan, RisallBOstas un- 
necessary, and when we bdgin to regu- 
late the habits of man we bad as well go 
the #kala iMgt and let tlie millennium 
iMm-fraa oooraa and ba ffl^rMhd.

Billions Larned Yeaily by The 
Hens of the U. S. 

Professional farmers are not, tha only 
ones who share in the gaiaafrom ''keep- 
ing chickens." 

Over $300,000,000 is a yery tidy sum 
for the nimble hen lo add to the income 
of the people of the United Statae, yet 
it is a faet that thia hogo fignra is at 
tained by the revenue from eggs and 
poultry sold in thia eonntry in a single 
year. It means mora than 16.000,000— 
1,300;000 dozen— enough to give everv 
man, woman and ehiU mmn tkian 13 
dozen eggs aach a jmir. 

It is a profitable business, not only for 
the farmers, but also for city folks with 
a little spare land in which to carry it 
on. Many a family is keopini.' the table 
supplied with fresh eggs — strictly fresh, 
and no doabt about it-.and with tooth- 
some chicken all the year round. 

There is no need to 'go away from 
home to begin egg raising. Many a suc- 
cessful chicken irrower has begun on a 
small plot in ibe rear of his home. A 
quarter of an aere givee ample reeai to 
go about it in a systematic way, or even 
less ground can be started on. 

A Philadelphia aum and his wife re 
cenlly got an acre of ground on the ed;.'e 
of town, began experimenting with 
chickens and vegetaMea and hofeta long 
were clearing over f 100 a year, and the 
man was doing his regular work all the 
time in tha altr. 

The greatest egg raiser in the T'nited 
States is said to be John M. Foster and 
Me fWM is called the "Millkm Egg 
Farm," because he produces that num- 
ber of eggs per year. Foster was a young 
city man. He was dissatisfied witk his 
life; wanted to gel out of doors mora, so 
got a small farm n^ar town. He •learn- 
ed everything he could about the busi 
ness and now in a year ha eletin close to 
$20,OOb from bis farm. Not asany peo- 
ple want to go into it so extensively, but 
Foster's experienoe shows what eity peo- 
ple can do. 

Any city worker who wants to gel in- 
to the business and ~ who hasn't the 
ground needed, can usually pick up a 
piece of land on the outskirts of the city, 
a here values are low, and get it at such 
a price that the revenue from the poul- 
iry will pay for the land in a short lime 
More and mQre familiea art taking sd 
vantage of them every year and embark- 
ing in Ibe healthful, profitable biisiness 
of poultry raiaiog and vegetable farming 
on a small scale.

tions have shown thciiisi'lvcs to be 
more emoCIOBal than men. T ndoubt- 
edly they cry more easily. They may 
be moved more quickly iierhaps to the 
expre.ssion of pity. Their judp:nients 
piay be more rapidly taken and loss 
carefully considered. But how much 
of this is doe to difference of training? 
So far the world has Inlsted that wo- 
men should have intere.sts only of a 
[tersonal or familiar kind, and when 
they express themselves in a personal 
nMWMT It exclaims, "How emotional!" 
Men Also Emotional. 

Men, however, do not show them- 
selves altogether dcstitnta (^amotions 
in private llfe^ althoogh thrfr emotions 
may be aroused by different interests 
and may be expres.-ftnl not by tears, but 
by swearing, shouting or bat throwing. 
"Hie Ideal of a calm and stole silence 
under every atrata aeems to be passing 
away. Our colU jre l>oys watching a 
football game are imt unmoved. They 
stir themselvos to nu emotional excite- 
ment by sonjis and college cheers. 

Our legislative bodies are aappeasd to 
be exceedingly dignified in their con- 
duct of political business, but even In 
them .scfiios of nu emotional nature are 
ni>t unknown. In other countries they 
are friMpieiit. During the past winter 
the German reichstag has been in sn 
oproar of ezdteiBent over the Zabern 
affair, the Austrian house in a tumult 
over the dehiy in passing a bill giving 
more ix)wer to the ropresentatlvcs, and 
the Italian chamber, rivaling those 
scenea in a discasslon over an dectlou 
reform, has shown that men do not al- 
ways consider questions of government 
with judirial di;;i!ity. 

W ats, w hich have been the affair of 
'11(11, bavc seldom been entered into 
tiirough cold calculation. Emotion will 
be found to Ue at the bottom of the 
final ai lion. 

It was intense Indignation at the 
treatment of the negro and pity for him 
that had much to do with our civil war 
It was also a mixture of sympathy 
uith the diilkulties uf the Cubans and 

indignation at the sinking of the Maine 
that hwiaght an the flpamsh-Aasetfcan 

war. 

Recently, when war was threatened 
with Mes;i<,-o, tlie calm decision of the 
statesmen of tills country was to avoid 
a conflict at an coats, bat when Mexk*o 

refused to sahite our fln;; in a specified 
manner war set'med imminent There 
wore excited groHi>s of men through 
out the country who sladly too^ tills 
rsfaaal as a gage of battlaL 

The only concerted action taken by 
women, however, in this conueetlon. 
far from contributing to the excite 
ment. sets itself sgainst-lt In New 
7otfe fhey ealeiriated eoldy the coat Iti 
men and work and held a great ma.ss 
meeting of i>rote.st nt Cooper Union 
upholdiivg the real determination of 
the administration In Waahington to 
avoid war if poasihisk

successfully at a moderate cost 
Standard dlpa of tlUa kind are 
ally need ta tiie pr o p ortion of 
part of dip to forty parts of water, 
making b. per cent solution. The 
best and most effective time to dip 
sheep Is aboat ton daya after aheat^ 
lag. Dl will take mndi leaa of the 
solution and be far more effective. 
Dipped in this way the sheep can l>e 
put through the tank very rapidly, 
while if they are dipped tor scab or 
wlOa the wool la oa they sheoM be 
Immersed several times and held un- 
der, excepting the head, from one and 
one-half to two minutes. In case <tf 
sheep scab all should be l ooa on ad so 
that the dtp win thoronghly 
the exi>osed parts. 

In the actual construction of a dip- 
ping tank the aim should be to provide 
for efficient dipping and still not have 
the tank in largn na to Mqnira an 
excessive amount of dip. If properly 
constructed the saving of dip will 
prove to be an Item during the season 

The ordinary galvanized Iron tank 
is the one In moat eeaiwon naa, hot it 
Is not aa lasting aa a tank hoilt of 
brick and then cemented, or the solid 
concrete vat built In a mold or form 
This will cost more, but will last 
lifetime, and there wlB ha no bulging 
or leaking it tha naaonry work has 
been p r o p er ly done. A tank Id feet 
long at the top, 4 feet long at the 
bottom, 20 inches wide at the top and
